Sum* historians con- 
di.hr it It* l-o **f nib tuber origin. 
When during tlw Middle Ago*, the Pope 
resided in the •lxiteruu, he wuu wont to 
ride after, the ceremony in a gorgeous 
|>ruSes»iou, and, accompanied by the 
entire College of Cardinals, to the Hj«il- 
:.-a Of the Holy Crow* of Jerusalem, nnl 
ho held the symbolical flower in hi* hand 
all the way. In the Hnsiiicu the Pope 
delivered an address upon the mystical 
meaning of the ntse. us portrayed by iU 
beauty, color and |tcrfiin»c, uud then the 
High Mass was celebrated. When the 
iuum was at an end the Pope tvturu<*l 
to In* jmluiv in the Ltterun, still car¬ 
rying the mystical flower. If a ryyid 
privea happened’ to have taken part in 
the proevttsion, it was iuciunbetit u|»on 
him to approach the I\»p. on his arrival 
in the l^uteran and to hold bis stirrup 
uud thu* assist him to dismount. Then, 
as a reward for hi* kindly attention, the 
Pope gave him the rose. 

Although the ceremony. . a* observed 
nowaday*,"i* not so imposing us it used 
to be of yore, yet it ftUl i»reserves its 
chief rites. Tho pontiff Messes’ the 
“tJoi.len How" in the Parament hail, 
aud le; wears a pink chasuble and the 
white mitre, which contains no precious 1 
•stones. Every New Year's Day the 
Jeweller of the Pupal court receives the 
cider to make the roe*-. and the Pope's 
master of the household gives him the 
I reeious stones which an* to adorn it, 
and which the Pontiff f as himself pie- 
vioiisly chosen front among Tils ’Jewels. ‘ 
The ceremony of blessing the “ll olden < 
Hose” taki-s place on the fourth Sunday 
iu Lent, and then the Pope sees it for | 
the first time; he take* it m his hands 
to look at it; then he kneels and begin*

Few, if Any. ot the writers on the 
habits, folklore and history of the Aun r. 
can Indian Minvc devoted ttuy ‘kpnee to 
the red man's Turkish bath, an lustitu- 
tion, home made, to be snre, but a re¬ 
cognized necessity In-every camp, and a 
feature of ihfc daily life of the Indian. 
On tho contrary, commentators have con¬ 
veyed the impression that habitd of 
cicanlitwsM are foreign to the Indian, and 
that he has an inborn aversion to water 
except for culinary purpoaoo. 

By the avidity aud frequency with 
which the Indian indulges jn his. home¬ 
made Turkish bath he proves the fal¬ 
lacy of this belief and shows that he, 
as well us his white brother, can live 
up to the precept “Cleatiltneaa is next to 
UodliueHs,'* only in the practice the In¬ 
dian puls cleanliness first. 

Tim term Tutkc-h bath is unknown to 
th«' Indian, lie calls that method’of 
ablution n "n^Pdiclne sweat.”
